REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PRIVILEGES AND ELECTIONS. 


Mr. Davis, from the Committee on Privileges and Elections submit- 
ted the following report: 

Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Privileges and Elections who 
were directed to inquire into the rival claims of W. H. B. Crow and 
James Lyons for the seats as members of this House, now held by H. 
B. Kinport and J. H. Kinnersley, respectively, have performed that 
duty and beg leave to. report as follows: 

That we fi d in the case of W. H. B. Crow against H. B. Kinport, 
that in Bingham County, at the late election, a conspiracy appears to 
have been entered into by the leaders and officers of the Mormon 
Church for the purpose of securing the votes of Mormons who were 
not legal electors, for the candidates upon a so-called Democratic 
ticket, and upon which said H. B. Kinport and one J. A. Clark were 
candidates for Representatives in the Legislature of Idaho Territory. 

That pursuant to, and agreeable to the intentions and purposes of 
said conspiracy, a large number of Mormons registered in said County 
of Bingham; that the County Committee of Bingham County, having 
in charge the conduction of the so-called Democratic Campaign, ap- 
pear to have been parties to said conspiracy in this: that as soon as 
14 was known to the Territorial authorities that those Mormons had 
registered, warrants were issued for their arrest, on the charge of per- 
jury by said authorities. But before they could be served by said 
authorities, who were duly qualified peace officers, they, the officers, 
together with many other prominent and loyal Gentile citizens were 
arrested without cause or proper charge by the United States Marshal 
of Idaho, who, with other United States officials, was in active sympa- 
thy with the said leaders and officers of the Mormon Church and the 
said so-called Democratic candidates. That afterwards when these 
citizens and peace officers, so arrested, had been released by an order 
issued out of the District Court of the Third Judicial District, they 
were again arrested on the same professed charge on election day. 
That the pretended charges, made unofficially, accused said citizens 
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and peace officers with attempting to intimidate voters and obstructing 
the polls. Such accusations are and were entirely groundless and 
without cause; said officers and citizens neither doing nor attempting 
to do anything unwarranted by law. That in the peaceable and law- 
ful performance of their rights and duties under the law, the said offi- 
cers were, as above mentioned, arrested upon the day of election, taken 
from the polls and held in custody all of that day in order that said 
Mormons might vote, and they did vote to the number of about 200 in 
said county. It is evident from the proof that all of these illegal votes 
were cast for said H. B. Kinport and without these illegal Mormon 
votes he has not been elected and that W. H. B. Crow was duly 
elected. " i 

In the case of Lyons against Kinnersley, from Bear Lake County, it 

is likewise found that by reason of the influence of said conspiracy, 
jabove referred to, the law disqualifying Mormons has been totally and 
shamefully disregarded, and its force and effect destroyed in that 
county, and that about 500 Mormon votes were cast for two tickets; 
that Mr. Kinnersley was candidate on what was_called the Independ- 
"ent Democratic Ticket, and received about 350 Mormon votes; that 
Mr. Wallanstien was candidate on the so-called Regular Democratic 
Ticket and received about 150 Mormon votes; that both these tickets 
were, in truth and fact, Mormon tickets fully supported by the leaders 
and officers of the Mormon Church; that James Lyons was candidate 
for Representative on the Tax-payers’ Ticket, which was supported by 
the Gentiles, and that he did receive about 90 votes, the same compris- 
ing a majority of all the legal votes cast in said county. 

We therefore recommend that W. H. B. Crow be awarded the seat 
now held by H. B. Kinport, as Representative from Bingham County, 
and that James Lyons be awarded the seat now held by J. H. Kinnersley, 
as Representative from Bear Lake County, and to that end recommend 
and move the adoption of the following resolution: 

Be it Resolved by the House of Representatives of Idaho Territory: 
That H. B. Kinport is not, and W. H. B. Crow is, entitled to a seat in 
this House as Representative from Bingham County. ` 

Be tt further Resolved, That J. H. Kinnersley is not, and James 
Lyons is, entitled to a seat in this House, as Representative from Bear 
Lake County. and furthermore, that the persons now entitled be at 
once qualified to become members of this House.

MINORITY REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PRIVILEGES AND ELECTIONS. 


Mr. Chaney, from the Committee on Privileges and Elections, sub- 
mitted the following minority report: 

Mr. Speaker: As a member of the Committee of Privileges and 
Elections, to whom was referred the contests for seats in this body, 
from Bingham and Bear Lake Counties of Crow v. Kinport and Lyons

se 
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v. Kinnersley, I beg leave to lay before you this, the minority report of 
said committee in said cases. 

Both cases were considered and argued together, the same general 
evidence and principles of law applying to each contest: 

J contend that the sitting members in each of said cases are entitled 
to their seats for the following reasons: 

Ist. That no notice of contest has been given in accordance with 
the statute of the Territory, or at all. 

2d. That on account of the failure to give notice as required by the 
statutes, the sitting members were precluded from properly presenting 
their cases. 

3d. That the notices of contest (the only notice given) filed with this 
committee were utterly and entirely deficient in this: that they did not 
specify the names or residence of persons whom it was claimed cast 
illegal votes. 

4th. That it has not been proved before the committee that any 
illegal votes whatever were cast in either Bingham or Bear Lake 
Counties at the last general election. That no evidence, legal in charac- 
ter, has by contestants been introduced, upon this or any other mate- 
rial point. 

5th. That if it was conceded that certain votes claimed to he illegal 
and cast in said counties, were the ballots of illegal voters, still, there 
is nothing to show that either Mr. Kinport or Mr. Kinnersley received 
one of such votes. 

6th. That the evidence and the returns of election in 1886 and 1888 
in Bingham County shows that there has been a revulsion of political 
feeling in that county so far as the so called “Anti-Mormon ” ticket is 
concerned and that although there has been an increase of population 
in said county since 1886 that the so called “Anti-Mormon” ticket re- 
ceived less votes this last election than it did two years ago. 

7th. That Mr. Kinport received a much larger vote in said Bingham 
County than did either of the other three candidates running for the 
Assembly. : 

8th. That in the strongest Gentile precinct in said county, to wit, 
Pocatello, a place where it is not contended a single Mormon vote was 
cast, Mr. Kinport received nearly 100 majority, so at Cariboo and 
at other places. 

8th. That Mr. Kinnersley is a gentleman strongly opposed to church 
interference in politics, and one of the leaders that organized the Inde- 
pendent Democratic party at the late election in Bear Lake County 
because it was claimed the regular ticket of his party in said county, 
was, as toa few of its nominees, partly undér the influence of the 
Church authorities. 

9th. That many of the Gentile citizens of said Bear Lake County, 
whoin 1886 supported the Anti-Mormon ticket, so-called, at the late 
election supported the Independent Democratic ticket. 

10th. That Lyons, the contestant, ran for the Legislature in 1886 
in said county and was defeated. 

lith. That said Lyons at this last election did not receive enough 
votes to have entitled him to his election, even if only as many votes 
had been cast at this election as were cast in 1886. 


+ 
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12th. That the Mormon candidate in said county for the Legisla- 
ture received 159 votes, the contestant, Lyons, 89 votes and the sitting 
member 353 votes. ‘ 

13th. That the remarks herein made in regard to a change in pub- 
lic sentiment in Bingham County toward the so-called Anti-Mormon 
ticket applies to Bear Lake County also,as also do the remarks 
herein in regard to the fact of lack of proof of any illegal votes being 
cast for the contestee. 

In conclusion I desire to submit to the House that the proposed 
seating of the contestants in these cases is contrary to every principle 
of law, equity and fair dealing, and would be an outrage upon the sit- 
ting members and the counties they represent, unparalled in the politi- 
cal history of this Territory. 

That it would be an exhibition of mere brute strength as opposed to 
law and justice, in view of the fact that there is no judicial tribunal 
to whom an appeal can be taken, thus making the action of this House 
final. 

I therefore ask this Honorable Body to disregard the report of the 
majority of the committee, and, acting as its bounden duty dictates, to 
sustain the sitting members in their seats; and I most solemnly pro- 
test as a member of this Body, against the glaring injustice that would 
be done should Messrs. Crow and Lyons be allowed seats in this Body.

Of course, your readers know by 
this time, that Clough, of Lemhi, is President of the Council, and Burk- 
hart, of Alturas, Speaker of the House. 

Burkhart has a record that is his own. Daniel Webster said once,

to county division will rack the brains of some of the Alturas statesmen 


-this winter, and the Herald correspondent is fearful that it will prove 


too much for the delicate constifutions of some of them. Money has

Mr. Speaker: We, a minority of your Judiciary Committee, to whom 
was referred House Bill No. 2, entitled, “An act to amend Sec. 1405 of 
the Revised Statutes of the Territory of Idaho,” relating to defining 
and taxing mortgages, beg leave to report that, i 

In our opinion, it is impracticable, if not impossible, to collect a tax 
upon a mortgage held outside of the Territory, and it would an experi- 
ment which the people can ill afford—at least at present—to attempt. 
That, 

Were this bill to become a law, it would deprive the Territory at 
large of a great portion of its revenue which is derived from railroads 
and other great corporations doing business within our borders. 

The passage of this bill would work a great hardship upon all who 
are compelled to borrow money. 

It virtually means a high rate of interest, which is an evil thata new 
and undeveloped country, like Idaho, should particularly avoid. 

It would tend to discourage capital from coming among us, and, as 
a result, we shou!d not only lose the proposed tax upon the mortgage, 
but also the taxes upon the improvements which plenty of capital, With 
a low rate of interest, would cause to spring up on every side. 

By attempting the enforcement of a law of this nature, interminable 
suits at law will necessarily arise, and, in our opinion, not one of our 
counties is in a condition to undergo the crucial test, even were the 
courts to eventually decide that such a tax could Jawfully be levied. 

Therefore, the minority of your Judiciary Committee do most em- 
phatically protest against and oppose the passage of this bill.

Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Counties and County Boundaries 
have carefui.y considered Council Bill No. 14, and believe that it would 
be a wise addition to our Statutes, and therefore would respectfully 
recommend that it do pass.

Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Counties and County Boundaries 
have carefully examined H. B. No. 47, and would respectfully suggest 
that this is a bill that it would be very unwise to pass, for the following 
reasons: Most of the counties are still in their formative state, not yet 
sufficiently developed to finally decide the most practical place for a 
permanent county seat. 

The signature of three fifths is nota sufficient number to permanently 
locate a new county seat, or to change one that has been established. 

The provision that if no one place has received three fifths of all the 
votes legally cast, and that if the present county seat does not receive 
two fifths of all the votes cast, then the matter can be brought up again 
at the next general election, in the opinion of the committee, would 
produce a constant strife that would be inimical to the best interests of 
the county. 

The provision that the question of re-location can be submitted again 
in five years, is a very dangerous provision, and would, or should pre- 
vent the building of suitable county buildings, so necessary for the 
proper preservation of the county records, and for these reasons would 
respectiully recommend that it do not pass.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. . 


To the Honorable President of the Council, and Speaker of the House 
of Licpresentatives: 

We, your Joint Committee appointed to visit and examine the In- 
sane Asylum and Penitentiary, and report to you their condition and 
the condition of their inmates, have tried to faithfully discharge the 
duty imposed upon them, and would most respectfully submit their 
report, as follows: 

We found Dr. Givens, the Superintendent of the Ingane Asylum, in 
charge of the institution, and its affairs being judiciously and economi- 
cally conducted. 

There were, at the time of our visit, fifty-three inmates, and as far as 
it was possible, from the condition of the building and furnishing, they 
were being properly treated and cared for. 

We thoroughly endorse the action of the present Board of Directors 
in the selection of Dr. Givens as Superintendent, and would respect- 
fully recommend to the incoming Board, that he be retained. 

In the management of the affairs of the asylum for the past two 
years, the thanks of the Territory are due to the Board of Directors, 
who have so faithfully discharged their duties, although handicapped 
in many ways from doing what, in their judgment, ought to have been 
done. 

We find, upon examination of the question of water rights belong- 
ing to the asylum grounds, that the water purchased with the land is 
in litigation, and therefore can not recommend any particular action, 
until the matter is settled by the courts. 

We think the present law gives the Directors ample authority to ar- 
range temporarily to meet any emergency that may arise. 

Weare of the opinion that certain improvements are absolutely 
necessary, and will embody our recommendations in a bill that will ac- 
company this report. - 

Under the present law the Directors of the Asylum receive as salary 
only 8100 per annum. We think this is not enough, when the great 


» 
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amount of labor performed by them and the responsibility of their posi- 
tion is taken into consideration. We would recommend that they be 
better paid. 

There should be some provision made to provide certain pecuniary 
assista ce to discharged indigent patients, and to provide for the Ter- 
ritory bearing the expense of sending patients to the asylum, that the 
burden may be uniform. 

We believe that the importance of this institution demands that the 
fullest information on all matters connected with it should be placed in 
the hands of the members of the Legislature, and would therefore rec- 
ommend that the Ditectors be empowered to have all reports emanating 
from it printed, so that each person who shall be called upon to vote on 
matters concerning it can do so understandingly. Also, so that the 
Superintendent may be able to exchange reports with similar institu- 
tions throughout the Union. 

These several recommendations we have embodied in a bill which 
0 present with this report, and beg your favorable consideration 
thereon. i 

We have also visited the United States Penitentiary, where our Ter- 
ritorial prisoners are confined. We find them being well cared for, and 
we believe Mr. Hailey, the warden, is doing the very best he can under 
the disadvantages that surround him. 

The prisoners speak well of him and of the treatment they receive. 
The prisoners are now in énforced idleness, and we believe they ought 
to be at labor of some kind. We have embodied our opinion in a bill, 
which is presented with this report. = 

Steps will be taken in the near future, looking toward the securing” 
of a Territorial Penitentiary. 

The expenses of the committee are rendered to you and accompany 
this. 

We have labored hard to ascertain the needs of these Institutions, 
and have tried to remedy the deficiencies, Our labors are before you, 
and we ask a careful consideration of the same.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CAPITOL BUILDING AND GROUNDS. 


Mr. Speaker: The Joint Committee on Capitol Buildings and 
Grounds would respectfully report that they have had a consultation 
with his Excellency, Gov. Stevenson, and several prominent citizens 
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of Boise City, in reference to necessary improvements for the proper 
preservation of the Capitol Building and adornment of the grounds. 

They are of the opinion that a carefully constructed cement walk, 
eighteen feet in width, should be laid adjacent to the foundation of the 
building, on the four sides as an absolute protection from the seepage 
of the water necessary to be used in the irrigation of the grounds. 

They propose a like cement walk ten feet in width on the four sides 
of the present sidewalk line of the grounds, with cireular walks eight 
feet in width from the four corners of the said grounds to the Capitol 
building. Also, a like walk, twelve feet in width from the center to 
the main entrance. 

They suggest a stone coping to be placed on the inside of said out- 
side walk, to be adorned with a substantial iron fence, with the proper 
gate and posts, a plat of which is hereby submitted. 

The grounds should be properly graded and improved. Hydrants, and 
hose with four rotary fountains should be supplied, and a choice variety 
of ornamental trees judiciously placed on the grounds. 

We transmit with this report a detailed estimate of the cost of these 
several improvements, which amounts to the sum of $14,630. 

The committee, in common with all our citizens, are proud of our 
Capitol building, believing it is complete in all its details and have no 
hesitation in saying, that with these improvements made, our Capitol 
and grounds would be for years to come the pride and boast of every 
citizen of Idaho. 

We recommend that a bill be introduced and passed for the speedy 
completion of all the improvements asked for.

The Committee on Roads, Bridges and Ferries presented the follow- 
ing majority and minority reports: 

Mr. Speaker: A majority of your Committee on Roads and Bridges, 
to whom was referred H. B. No. 67, beg leave to report, and, for the 
following reasons, do hereby recommend the passage of said bill: . 

Ist. The building of the road described in said bill would be, as 
nearly as can be estimated, one hundred and twenty-five miles in 
length. It would pass through a portion of Idaho rich in mineral and 
agricultural resources, thus opening to the miner, the stock-raiser and 
the agriculturalist a vast field for exploration, development and im- 
provement, that,has heretofore been neglected by all classes for the 
reason that no means had been provided either for entering that sec- 
tion of Idaho or shipping the products therefrom. 

2d. Sufficient development has already taken place along this pro- 
posed line of road, to demonstrate that extensive and active mining 
operations will at once follow a line of communication with the world 
ot trade. That extensive bodies of ore only await a means of exit to 
add to the wealth and population of Idaho is a conceded fact. 

3d. The extent and variety of land that this improvement would 
make accessible to the settler can not be approximately estimated by 
your committee; butit is known that numerous and extensive valleys 
will thus be opened both to the farmer and the stock-raiser. 

th. The amount of money asked for in this bill is fifty thousand 
dollars. It occurred to the committee that this was a large sum of 
money to invest and pay interest upon; but a careful investigation sat- 
ishes your committee that before the amount of money invested shall 
become due, as provided by the terms of this bill, the property that it 

„will be instrumental in creating will greatly exceed in taxable value 
the indebtedness incurred. Indeed, the increase in taxable property 
from year to year, will, in the judgment of your committee, more than 
pay the interest on the debt proposed. 

5th. This road would save to Idaho many settlers who now pass 
westward into Oregon and Washington. Home-seekers from the 
North would thus be afforded a cheap route by which they could ex- 
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plore the valleys of Central and Southern, Idaho. On the other hand, 
emigrants from the Hast and South would be enabled to investigate 
the resources of the Central and Northern portion of the Territory 
without passing through Oregon or Washington. 

6th. The amount asked for is as small as would enable the success- 
ful accomplishment of the enterprise. An appropriation of a less 
amount would be of no avail. The estimate is based upon a close and 
economical calculation of the cost of the work, 

7th. An important consideration involved in this measure is the 
uniting of the two great sections of. Idaho. It disposes of the oft- 
repeated statement that the mountains between North and South 
Idaho are impassable, and will be a potent factor in the wealth-pro- 
ducing power of the Commonwealth and in the effort about to be made 
for Statehood. 

8th. In conclusion, your committee begs to suggest that while 
economy is desirable in the management of public affairs, that, never- 
theless, a broad and generous policy is both wise and advantageous in 
the work of building up and developing the resources of new States.

Mr. Speaker: I can not concur in the report of the majority of your 
Committee on Roads and Bridges on the subject of H. B. No. 67, and I 
must and do recommend the rejection of said bill, and, inasmuch as 
the majority of the committee have stated fully their reasons for their 
recommendation, I shall here state mine. 

In the first place the bill is unjust to, at least, 13 out of 16 of the coun- 
ties of the Territory; heretofore all roads and bridges have been con- 
structed by the counties or communities immediately benefited thereby, 
or by the individual enterprise of citizens, and there has never been, to 
my knowledge, any appropriation made from the Territorial Treasury 
for such purposes. 

2d. After this road is once constructed it must be maintained at the 
expense of the Territory or else turned over to the counties through 
which it passes without any guarantee from them that it will be 
kept in repair. 

3d. There has been no survey made or estimate of the cost of 
the road by any competent engineer, so far as has been shown to the 
committee, and for aught that we now know the sum proposed to be 
appropriated may be worse than wasted in the attempt to build a 
road in an insufficient manner or in beginning the construction of 
this road which it may take largely increased further appropriations 
to complete. ` 

dth. There is at present no surplus in the Territorial Treasury nor 
is there any prospect of any unless the rate of Territorial taxation be in- 
creased. This rate is now, including the University Bill just passed, 
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40 cents on the $100 worth of- property, and we certainly would not be 
justified in increasing it. The bonded debt of the Territory is well 
nigh to the limit fixed by Federal law and I can not see any source 
from which the money proposed to be appropriated by this bill, can 
pam except by increasing the burden of Territorial taxation upon the 
eople. 

2 The advantages named by the majority to accrue from the construc- 
tion of this road are largely imaginary, I fear, except that mentioned 
in the seventh paragraph of their report, and, if practicable, I would 
rejoice to see North and South Idaho united by a thoroughfare, such 
as would forever put at rest the vexed question of segregation. 

I recommend, instead of this bill, that we petition Congress to grant 
to suitable persons a franchise to construct this road and to collect 
reasonable tolls thereon, and, if necessary to induce capital to invest in 
this enterprise, that it make to the corporation or persons that will 
build it a grant of not to exceed one sixth of the vacant Government 
land*lying within six miles on either side of said proposed road. But 
I am not in favor of this Territory, at this time, undertaking the con- 
struction of this or any other wagon road.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 
Borst Crry, Ioano, Jan. 28, 1889. 

Mr. Speaker: I am compelled to return House Bill No. 64, “An act 
to amend Section 1428, and subdivision 5 of Section 1429, of the 
Revised Statutes, relating to the assessment of property,” without my 
approval. . 

This bill creates discriminations between mortgagees residing in the 
county anch those residing in another county and elsewhere; in other 
words, a mortgage upon any property in this county would be deducted 

„from the value of the mortgaged property; but if owned by a resident 
of Alturas County, would not be deducted, and the mortgaged property 
would be assessed at its full value. 

The justice of this discrimination is not perceived, and is of doubtful 
authority, for while no system of taxation is absolutely equal in its op- 
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erations, a system that makes discrimination so obvious and avowed is 
liable to be held invalid by the courts, and thus defeat the taxation of 
mortgages entirely, and, perhaps, of mortgaged property. ` 

Besides, any discriminations in the taxation of debts secured by 
mortgage, or of any monied capital, endangers the taxation of National 
Bank shares as authorized by the laws of the United States. 

What advantage the proposed law would be to borrowers or lenders, 
I am unable to see, as it can be readily avoided, by an assignment of 
the debt and mortgage to a non-resident of the County, and I am cer- 
tain the proposed law would only raise questions and lead to endless. 
litigation, without any benefit to either party to a loan, and seems to 
offer a premium to persons to make fraudulent assignments of the 
debt and mortgage to avoid taxation.
